Dairy 


Herd

HE clean herd under discussion here is the regular 
T Connecticut Agricultural College herd, and comprises 

at this writing 115 head, of which 50 are milch cows. 
and the remainder young stock and bulls. This herd is 
made up of four breeds, Jersey, Guernsey, Ayrshire and 
Holstein, all at present pure bred. 

The earlier investigations’ (1) conducted over a period 
of several years convinced the writers that effective bar- 
riers against the spread of the Bang abortion disease 
cannot be erected by ordinary methods of sanitation and 
temporary isolation. Continued experience with the ag- 
glutination and complement fixation tests and confidence 
in their results led them to the conclusion, however, that 
eradication is thoroughly feasible. Owing largely to the 
loss of the College dairy barn in 1919 which was not ade- 
quately replaced until 1924, the complete elimination 
scheme was not put into execution in the College herd 
until the winter of 1924-1925. 

Almost from the beginning of the series of investiga- 
tions on infectious abortion it became apparent to the 
writers that calves are not permanently infected at birth, 
or later during the milk feeding period, even though 
they are born of positive dams; and, therefore, that calves 
constitute no serious problem until they approach sexual 
maturity. 

In anticipation of the completion of the new maternity 
and young stock barns the practice was begun in 1923 of 
removing female calves at weaning time (about six 
months) to quarters apart from the regular herd. Even 
though the heifers were later bred to non-reacting herd 
bulls which were used on both reacting and non-reacting 
cows, no difficulty was experienced in keeping the heifers 
abortion-free. ; 

During all of 1924 a rather severe culling of the milk- 
ing herd was under way. This culling involved the re- 
moval of animals which calved prematurely, and abortion 
reacting cows of mediocre milking capacity. As a con- 
Sequence of this treatment of the herd, and because only 
an occasional animal was added, very few new reactors 
appeared in the herd during the nine months preceding 
the adoption of the full eradication scheme. 


The new barn, which was separated from the main 
milking barn by a connecting storage building. was com- 
pleted and put to practical use in November, 1924. The 
heifers that had been reared in separate quarters, of 
which several were well advanced in gestation, were at 
this time placed in the new barn. Although the policy of 
removing all reacting animals from the milking herd was 
not put into effect until February and March of the follow-

ing year, 1925, infection did not spread to the new (young 
stock) barn. While the new barn contained maternity 
stalls, only non-reacting cows were placed in it. 

Two of the heifers which had been reared in separate 
quarters became reactors in 1925. This was accounted 
for by the transfer to the mature herd of a few heifers 
after calving, before the reactors had been removed from 
the milking barn. These two newly reacting animals 
were, of course, removed with the other reactors at the 
time complete segregation was begun. 

Some of the reactors were removed in February and 
the balance in March 1925, fifteen in all. They were 
taken to an old barn about three-quarters of a mile 
distant from the main barns. This reacting herd was re- 
tained to maintain the general milk supply which was 
admittedly somewhat below normal because of the rather 
aggressive policy of disposing of reactors in the pre- 
ceding nine months. Furthermore, some of the best pro- 
ducing cows were among the segregated reactors and they 
were needed as breeders to supply high grade calves for 
building up the clean herd. 

Following the removal of all reactors, only one cow 
has been lost from the supposedly clean herd by becom- 
ing a reactor. This animal gave a suspicious reaction in 
May and June, 1925, and in the July test proved to be 
a complete reactor in the sixth month of gestation. This 
heifer had suffered from an acute attack of scours when 
only a few days old which resulted in a slight physical 
deformity. She had come from a positive dam and had 
reacted continuously until she was at least a year old. 
This heifer was one of the rare exceptions to the observed 
rule (Bul. No. 93) that heifers, no matter what their 
origin, are negative to the blood tests after they are from 
five to six months old. She was removed as a reactor, 
and later (September) aborted. 

There can be no doubt that the rapid elimination of, 
and the apparently complete freedom from infection of 
this herd over a period of more than tliree years are due 
to stabilization or delimitation of the infection just before 
and at the time the reactors were removed. 

Monthly tests were conducted on the clean herd for 
more than a year after complete segregation and follow- 
ing this the herd has been subjected to quarterly tests. 
The uniformity with which the results were negative, 
except for an occasional non-specific doubtful reaction, 
is further evidence of the value of the serological methods. 
These results are especially significant when we consider 
the high production and calving record of fthe herd. 

In less than a year after the removal of all reacting 
animals the gross milk yield of the abortion-free herd 
was back to normal, due to the rapid addition of young, 
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freshening cows. 
been consistently greater than at any other time in the 
history of the herd. 

The reacting herd has been continued, with some sales 


Since then the production record has 


and new additions, for further study. The bulls of the 
non-reacting herd have been used with the reacting cows, 
but never without thorough disinfection of the sheath. 
The calves from the reacting herd have been transferred 
when one or two days old to the young stock barn of the 
clean herd., As calves from positive dams may carry the 
Bang bacillus temporarily from uterine exposure and by 
having ingested infected milk, they were treated external- 
ly with disinfectant solution and placed in a small isola- 
tion pen for 50 to 60 days before they were allowed contact 
with other animals. More recently we have endeavored 
to bring new calves of the positive herd to the clean calf 
barn before they nursed. Such calves, as is now well 
known, react and continue to react negative, though they 
are from positive dams, and long continued isolation is 
not necessary. No feeding troubles have been en- 
countered as the result of this practice. 

Economic Losses From The Bang Abortion Disease 

In an earlier Station Bulletin (Bul. No. 135) it was 
shown that the abortion reacting cows in the College herd 
gave a return of $444.01 less per cow per year over feed 
cost than the non-reacting animals. These figures were 
compiled from data covering an eleven year period in 
which reacting and non-reacting animals were in constant 
association with each other, and were based upon calf 
losses, milk yield, and depreciation in the value of ani- 
mals from actual sales. 

It should be understood that when the losses from 
premature calving (the calf itself) and from subnormal 
subsequent lactation were included the actual loss per 
cow for that period was much greater than $44.01. This 
figure is based upon the average yearly performance for 
full time in milk, which was practically four years per 
cow. Since the life time abortion rate among reactors 
was found to be 26.2 per cent (Bul. No. 123), the average 
number of abortions per cow was only about one during 
the four years residence as a milch cow. All gestations 
of less than 265 days were considered abortions. 

Thompson (2) found that his segregated reacting 
Guernsey herd produced milk at a cost of 16.8 cents per 
quart, against 10.4 cents per quart for the non-reacting 
herd. 


Sims and Miller (3) reported the milk production for 
two years by a herd that had been tested and the reactors 
and non-reactors segregated. The negative herd averaged 
7,343 pounds of milk per cow in 1923, and 6,291 in 1924, 
and the positive 4,544 pounds in 1923 and 3,262 pounds 
in 1924. In the presumably clean herd one abortion oc- 
curred in 78 freshenings, and in the infected herd 10 cows 
out of 42 aborted. No statement of costs is given, except 
that the reacting herd was abandoned at the end of.the 
second year because of the heavy losses. 


Quite recently Newsom and Cross (4) reported abor- 
tion segregation results on the dairy and beef herds of 
the Colorado Agricultural College. They stated that it 
took ten and one-half months to eliminate the disease 
from the beef herd in which 16 animals or 43 per cent of 
the original herd were removed as reactors. A loss of 
$92.38 for each of the 16 reactors was estimated as the 
depreciation sacrifice. With the dairy herd eighteen and 
one-half months were required for complete eradication, 
with a sacrifice of 15 cows or 34 per cent of the original 
herd. The depreciation in this instance was estimated to 
be $70.55 per reacting animal. The reactors in the two 
herds were slaughtered, which accounts for the high 
depreciation. The premature calvings previously had 
ranged from zero to 17 per cent in the beef herd, and 
from zero to 23 per cent in the dairy herd, during the 
years 1917 to 1926, inclusive. In both of these herds slow 
conception constituted a serious menace at times. 


Barnes (5) states that where 10 per cent of the herd 
aborts the equivalent of the entire herd is lost every five 
years. In the Storrs herd, which had an average of 19.5 
per cent abortions over a period of 21 years, the equivalent 
of the whole herd was lost every four years. Barnes 
states further that the loss from abortion in Pennsylvania 
amounts to $5,000,000 annually. 

Results of Three Years’ Observations on the Abortion- 
Free Connecticut College Dairy Herd 

It is the chief purpose of this paper to demonstrate the 
value of eradication of the Bang abortion disease, through 
increased financial returns. 
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(1) calving record; (2) live stock sales; (3) milk yield; 
and (4) other improvements. 
Calving Records 

Calving data have been published from time to time 
in previous bulletins. These are summarized in table 2 13 
together with the more recent and unpublished figures 
for 1925, 1926 and 1927. Several distinctive and signifi- 
cant facts may be deduced from this table. 





Data will be presented under the following headings:

1. From 1904, when the first complete records were 
available and at which time presumably the infection was 
introduced into the herd, the abortion rate rose and fell 
at practically eight year intervals between the high peaks, 
running as high as 46.1 per cent, and never lower than 
5.7 per cent, in any calendar year up to the time of eradi- 
cation. 

2. The average number of premature calvings (before 
the 265th gestation day) during a period of twenty-one 
years through 1924 was 19.5 per cent. 

3. After the reacting cows were segregated in 1925 
one new reactor appeared in the supposedly clean herd 
(as previously -described); since then no animals in the 
clean herd, nor any of their descendants in the herd, have 
reacted. 

4. Up to the end of 1927 there have been 129 calvings 
in the abortion-free herd. Four of these were premature: 
this gives a rate of 3.1 per cent, which is not far from that 
observed previously in over 500 calvings of non-reacting 
cows (Bul. No. 123). Two of these abortions were satis- 
factorily accounted for, but there is no explanation for the 
one that occurred with a first calf heifer and another that 
occurred with a second calf young cow. Three of these 
aborting cows are breeding regularly now; the fourth is 
dead. 

5. The breeding efficiency of the herd, that is the per- 
centage of milking cows that calve in each calendar year, 
rose to 100 per cent in 1926, and in 1927 it was 91.8 per 
cent. Both of these are high peaks in the history of the 
herd. In 1926 one cow did not calve during the calendar 
year, but another calved twice during the year. A cow 
is classed as a breeding cow in every calendar year that 
she is in the herd after her first calving. 

6. For the first time in the herd’s history not a single 
premature calving occurred in the herd in 1927. 

Perhaps the reader will wonder how the reacting herd 
has fared during the last three years’ period. About half 
of the original group remains and a few reacting cows, 
purchased here and there, have been added. There have 
been 29 calvings, ten or 34.5 per cent of which have been 
premature. 


Live Stock Sales Records 


Obviously when the abortion disease is rampant in a 
herd the surplus stock sales must suffer. Table 2 presents 
these facts for the twelve-year period beginning in 1916 
and admits of some striking deductions. 

1. Following an abortion storm, which abated in 1915 
(see table 1), the stock sales were still light in 1916, but 
rose rapidly with the four good breeding years 1915, 1916, 
1917 and 1918, when the total sales reached 32 head, at a 
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value of $2,868.40 in 1919. During this time we were en- 
couraged to believe that the disease would be’ stamped 
out of the herd, but in the latter part of 1919 the test 
showed unerringly that the disease again was spreading 
and that an abortion storm was inevitable. It came and 
many of the second and third calf cows that had thus far 
escaped, as well as a majority of the first gestation heif- 
ers, became reactors, of which a goodly proportion 
aborted.

2. The slump in sales from 1920 to 1922 is particularly 
notable; also a decided shift in the proportion of cows 
sold as producers to cows sold to the butcher. 

3. In 1923, 1924 and 1925 the sales of cows as pro- 
ducers were considerably increased as compared with 
those which went for beef, due to the disposal of some 
grade animals that had been purchased for experimental 
feeding purposes, and which were no longer needed, and 
to the elimination of ordinary reacting cows in the latter 
part of this period preparatory to the complete elimina- 
tion of reactors. 

4. The male calves sold for veal and as breeders rose 
in 1926 to 22 (the highest point reached up to that time) 
but the sale of producing cows was still low because it 
was highly desirable to retain all satisfactory cows. 
Seven poor producers, most of which had been held longer 
in the herd than they really should have been went to the 
butcher during this year. 

5. In 1927 a new high record for values, namely, $3,- 
652.65, was established from a new high total of 38 ani- 
mals sold. The shift to bull calves sold as breeders is 
noteworthy; this was made possible because there were 
so many good, normal calving cows. Since there was also 
a large number of surplus cows which were sold as pro- 
ducers, the sales netted an unusually good return. 


Milk Yield 

The year by year milk yield of the herd is given in 
table 3. An explanation appears desirable, however, be- 
fore presenting and discussing this table. 

The number of milk cows included in the second 
column of table 3 does not agree precisely with the rec- 
ord of breeding cows in table 1, largely because some 
grades were occasionally introduced into the herd tem- 
porarily for use in feeding experiments, and since neither 
they nor their descendants became a permanent part of 
the herd they were omitted in the consideration of milk 
yield. This did not apply, however, to a few grades that 
had been bred in the herd and whose yields are included. 

When a cow had once freshened she was ever after- 
wards regarded as a milking cow so long as she remained 
in the herd, and no deduction was made for dry periods. 
The seeming low average number of months in milk as 
given in the third column is due to the continual shifting 
of the herd. When a cow was sold in the latter part of 
March, for instance, she was credited with three months 
in that particular year, regardless of her stage of lacta- 
tion, and even if she was dry during a part of or all of 
that time. Likewise, when a heifer freshened for the first 
time she was considered as a milk cow for just that frac- 
tion of the year that she was in milk; for example, if she 
calved during the first part of September she was recorded 
as being in milk four months in that year. If a heifer 
freshened for the first time before the tenth day of the 
month it was called a full month; if she freshened be- 
tween the 10th and 20th of the month it was recorded as 
a half month; and if she freshened between the 20th and 
the last day of the month this last fraction of the month 
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was not counted. Likewise, although in reverse order, a 
cow that was sold was similarly recorded. 

Since the animals were of different ages, production 
records were converted to full age by using figures based 
upon the studies of Gowen (6), Ragsdale and Turner (7), 
and of Fohrman (8). 


Also, certain animals were on Advanced Registry test 
and necessitated corrections for these records, but we 
were at a loss to find accurate conversion factors to apply 
to this herd. Eckles (9), in a study of Advanced Regis- 
try records made in 1922 in the herds of the University 
of Minnesota, the University of Missouri, the University 
of Nebraska and the Connecticut Agricultural College, 
found that the herd record was equivalent to about 58 
per cent of the Advanced Registry record for the same 
cow, but, because of certain specifications as to his re- 
quirements, many of the cows with Advanced Registry 
records in the Connecticut herd were not included at that 
time; hence we do not believe that this figure applies to 
the whole herd. Woodward (10) reported a conversion 
factor of 66.67 per cent in the Government herd at Belts- 
ville, where the cows were in box stalls while on test. 
Fohrman (11) claimed that an approximate increase of 
11.5 per cent is obtained in a retest by virtue of the de- 
velopment of the cow. Riford (12), in a large commercial 
herd, found that increasing the number of milkings to 
three times a day resulted in an increase of about 15 per 
cent in the yield. 

Only a very small number of the test cows in the Con- 
necticut Agricultural College herd have been milked four 
times a day, and none throughout a complete registry rec- 
ord in recent years. Also, no cow has been held through- 
out the entire period in a box stall, and the great majority 
have not been in a box stall at all except at calving time. 
Thus, it seems that in this herd the herd yield would be 
nearer 70 per cent of the Advanced Registry yield for 
all cows. This factor was used, therefore, in computing 
yields during the period when the cows were being milked 
more than twice daily. The number of cows maintained 
on Advanced Registry test has been fairly uniform.

Table 4 is derived from table 3. Special attention is 
called to these data. The average fat production given 
in the column next to the last in table 3 is repeated in the 
second column of table 4. But the milk yield cannot be so 
satisfactorily presented, because the four breeds of cows 
in the herd are not maintained in the same numerical re- 
lationship from one year to another. Therefore, Table 
4, in which the milk yield is calculated from the fat yield, 
gives the values in terms of milk yield for a Holstein, an 
Ayrshire, a Guernsey, and a Jersey herd. 


Corrections have been made for differences in breed and 
in age, and for Advanced Registry test. There are still 
other variable factors for which there are no known means 
of correction. For instance, an effort has most naturally 
been made to improve the herd. No correction can be 
made for this difference, whatever it may be, but it can 
be said that there has been no bull in use at any period 
that has proved to be outstanding in transmission of yield 
qualities, and with four breeds involved no single bull 
has been able to create a dominant influence upon the 
whole herd. Furthermore it is admitted that it has been

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N connection with the State Fair of Texas at Dallas 
was held this year the first annual Southwestern 
Dairy Show the week previous to the National at 
Memphis.

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Improved Business 


N THE report of the meeting of the Board of Directors 
I at Memphis, which we published last week, occurred 

one very significant statement which we desire to em- 
phasize in more detail. This was in relation to Mr. Noyes’ 
report that the business of the secretary’s office in its 
various branches thus far in 1928 had shown a gain of 
9.88% above the amount done during the corresponding 
period of 1927. Registrations showed an increase of 13%, 
transfers 5% and new memberships 22%. These figures 
mean considerable when it is recalled that last year the 
association issued about 200,000 certificates of registry 
and transfer and that last year in itself was considered 
an excellent one from the standpoint of new -members 
joining. 

These figures furnish conclusive evidence of the im- 
provement in Holstein conditions generally and of the 
widespread growth of interest in the breed and continued 
confidence inthe Holstein-Friesian Association of America. 


In presenting these figures, Mr. Noyes pointed out that 
this is the first large increase in the business of the secre- 
tary’s office thac has occurred since the beginning of the 
agricultural depression in 1921. Those who have had axes 
of their own to grind have attempted to assign various 
other reasons why the normal increase in business of the 
Holstein-Friesian Association of America has not con- 
tinued throughout the years of agricultural depression 
that followed the post war deflation. We believe the real 
situation can be no better illustrated than by quoting tke 
following letter recently received at the secretary’s office 
from a Michigan breeder and which is typical of many 
such letters that have been received during the current 
year: 

“The heifers are three years old and freshened 
last fall and winter and have proven so good that 
we decided to register them. The preceding years 
cows and calves were so much cheaper that we did 
not register them, but sold them as grades. These 
five, are going to average 10,000 lbs. or very close 
to this figure so we think with a much,higher price 
paid for milch cows it would pay us to register 
them.” 

In other words, for several years past, when agricul- 
ture in general and the Holstein breeding business in 
common with nearly all other farm enterprises was going 
through this protracted period of depression, many 
breeders let their registrations go for the reason that 
they were able to get substantially as much to sell their 
animals as grades as they could if they had been regis- 
tered. Many other breeders adopted the practice of regis- 
tering only their more desirable animals so that the 
wonder is not that the business of the association did not 
show a normal increase from year to year but rather that 
it held up as strongly as it did. Now with the return of 
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better times, particularly in the dairy industry, pure 
bred Holsteins are in demand at prices that have brought 
about a situation in many herds similar to that reporteg 
in the letter quoted above with the result that registra. 
tions during 1928 are running 13% above last year, 

Unfortunately, there have doubtless been many de- 
sirable animals lost to the breed during this periog 
through failure to keep registrations up, but the Situation 
is not one of unmixed evil for the reason that it is doubt. 
less true as a general proposition that these older animals 
that are now being registered are for the most part a 
selected lot representing the better animals bred in the 
herds in question, while those that have come into pro. 
duction and proven themselves inferior in production or 
type are being allowed to continue their status as grades, 
We see no reason for modifying our statement made at 
the beginning of the present year that the present situa. 
tion in the Holstein market is just about ideal for sound 
breed progress.

Color Not a Show Ring Factor 
WISCONSIN reader sends us the following inquiry 
A regarding color markings as a factor in the show 
ring: 


“In judging Holstein cows at fairs, does the 
way a cow is marked count? In case of a tie, if 
two cows are built alike, will the best marked cow 
get first?” 


In reply to this inquiry, we would say that the scale of 
points for the Holstein-Friesian cow makes no allowance 
for color markings and judges are not expected to take 
the color into account in placing animals in the ring. 
However, in the case of a very close decision, it is prob- 
able that the judge would, perhaps, unconsciously favor 
the more attractively marked animal although as we have 
stated the scale of points does not make any provision for 
demerit on account of color markings. In general, we 
think our judges pay very little attention to this point in 
making their placings.

OR our cover illustration this week, we take pleasure 
F in presenting Carolyn Netherland Lady 431463, who 

has been the most consistent winner in the aged cow 
class throughout the season in the United States this year. 
Starting at the Central States Exposition at Aurora, Illi 
nois, in August, she won first in the section for milking 
cows but lost the grand championship to a stable mate, 
but then continued on to win the grand championship at 
Illinois, Iowa and Kansas State Fairs, winding up the 
season with grand championship at the Waterloo Dairy 
Cattle Congress and the National Dairy Exposition at 
Memphis. Her only reverses during the season were at 
the Tulsa, Oklahoma, state fair where she placed second 
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to the Colorado cow, Corwin Ormsby Neta, owned by Dia- 
mond K Ranch, and at Minnesota where she was lost in 
the shuffle and went down to seventh place. She is a cow 
of very evident dairy usefulness, being shown in heavy 
production throughout the season, and consequently in 
rather thin condition.

Carolyn Netherland Lady, herself, has a 
7-day record made in nine-year-old form of 28.72 lbs. butter, 
568.8 Ibs. milk. She is shown this year with the successful 
exhibit of J. D. McDonald, West Salem, Wisconsin.

VIEWPOINT OF SOUTHERN RAILROADS 
Editor, Holstein-Friesian World: 

I have your letter of October 8th enclosing an advance 
copy of editorial which will appear in your publication of 
October 13th with respect to special rates on pure bred 
live stock. 

Our carriers have considered this proposition several 
times and have reached the conclusion that the present 
rates applicable between points in southern territory are 
reasonably low and there is, therefore, no necessity for 
Special rates. As indicated in your editorial, the southern 
lines are, through their farm agents. the running of ex- 
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hibition trains, and other educational features, encourag- 
ing the farmers to improve their stock, and I am sure 
that you appreciate that the conclusion reached with 
respect to special rates is not because of lack of interest 
in this development. 

From the numerous letters we have received there 
seems to be some impression that the southern carriers 
propose to increase their rates effective January Ist, 
1929. There is no such proposition before the Associa- 
tion and I am sure the southern lines propose to apply 
in 1929 no higher rates than those applicable during the 
current year.

Dairy Herd

our aim to improve the feeding and management in the 
herd. During the past seven years the grain rations have 
been very much the same but pasture improvement and 
somewhat more liberal hay feeding, when pastures were 
short, have without doubt had some influence. However, 
the year to year yield seems to show no precise evidence 
of an influence from either of these factors.

The following deductions are made from tables 3 and 4. 

1. The yield in 1915 was 391.8 pounds of fat per cow, 
equivalent to 9,795 pounds of 4 per cent milk. The yield 
fluctuated between this amount and 317.0 pounds of fat. 
In 1923 the yield was 325.6‘pounds. There is not the 
slightest indication of an upward trend through these 
years that may be attributed to an improvement in breed- 
ing and management. 


2. In 1924, when the aborting animals were promptly 


removed and the herd thus placed on a practically abor- 
tion-free basis, the average production was 425.2 pounds 
of fat, equivalent to 10,630 pounds of 4 per cent milk.

DAIRY CATTLE NEED PHOSPHORUS 
IN RATION 
Giving the results of some very signifi- 


cant experiments recently reported by the 
Michigan Station. 





Follow the current history of the breed in 
story and picture each week through the 
World. 
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Thus, for the first time the herd yield had gone beyond 
400 pounds of fat and 10,000 pounds of 4 per cent milk. 

3. From 1924 to 1927, inclusively, the yield has re- 
mained above 400 pounds of fat and 10,000 pounds of 4 
per cent milk. 

4. The equivalent milk yield of 3.45 per cent test 
reached 12,000 for the first time in 1924 and remained 
above this figure, except in 1927 when the yield was just 
below 12,000; the equivalent milk yield of 5 per cent test 
went above 8,000 for the first time in 1924, and has re- 
mained above this figure; and the equivalent milk yield of 
5.35 per cent test went above 8,000 in 1926, and has been 
close to this level in each of the last four years. 

5. For nine years before 1924 the average (direct aver- 
age) was 361.0 pounds of fat. In the past four years the 
average has been 421.2 pounds of fat. For the nine years 
before 1924, the average yield per year of 4 per cent test 
milk was 9,025, and in the past four years it has been 
10,530 pounds. 

6. Beginning in 1924, when all aborting animals were 
removed, and continuing through 1927, during the last 
three years of which the herd has been free from the 
Bang abortion disease, the herd has averaged 1,505 
pounds more per cow per year than during the previous 
nine years. This may at first thought appear to be a dis- 
appointing improvement, but it must be considered: 

a. That during the nine years covered by these data 
all of the animals, of course, were not diseased. 

b. Fifteen hundred pounds of milk, or 60.2 pounds of 
butterfat, represent the cream of the profit on a cow. At 
$3.50 per hundred weight (7% cents per quart) this 
amount of milk is worth $52.67. In a herd of 20 cows it 
has a value of $1,053.40. 

Other Improvements 

One of the results of an abortion-free herd that has 
already appeared and which should be even more notice- 
able in another year or two is the improvement in the 
appearance and the soundness of the herd. It is no longer 
necessary to keep all cows simply because they will pro- 
duce some milk. As a consequence, the herd is now more 
valuable than it has ever been and we believe it is 
destined to reach a still higher plane of production. 

In addition, it is our belief that there has been some 
reduction in retained afterbirth and in the number of serv- 
ices per conception, but the differences may not be very 
pronounced, and more complete data are needed before 
these points are definitely determined. In an earlier pub- 
lication (Bul. No. 135) it was pointed out that there was 
apparently not a great difference in favor of the non-react- 
ing cows in these two respects. 

Summary 

In looking forward, in 1923, to the establishing of an 
abortion-free herd at the Connecticut Agricultural College, 
the practice was instituted of protecting maturing heifers 
by removing calves at six months of age, whether they 
were from abortion reacting or non-reacting dams, to 
separate premises a half mile distant from the main herd. 

In order to stabilize the infection in the main herd the 
policy was adopted in 1924 of disposing of all aborting 
(premature calving) cows. 

In February and March of 1925 the fifteen remaining 
reactors were removed from the herd and segregated. In 
July, 1925, one of the supposedly clean young cows re- 
acted. She was promptly removed. and aborted two 
months later. Since that. time not a single animal has 
reacted to the blood tests except young calves from the 
segregated reacting cows. This outstanding success in 
so completely removing the foci of infection in the initial 
separation was undoubtedly promoted by the process of 
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stabilization or delimitation of the disease through the 
preliminary measures employed. 

The abortion rate (premature calvings prior to the 
265th day of gestation) which had varied in intensity dyp. 
ing the years from 1904 to 1924, averaging 19.5 for each 
100 calvings during this time, dropped to 2.9 per cent in 
1925. It was 6.1 per cent in 1926, and 0.0 in 1927. The 
average premature calving rate during the past three 
years was 3.1 per cent, this figure being substantially the 
same as that previously reported by us from over 500 
calvings of non-reacting Cows. 

The number of cows calving in each calendar year, 
which averaged 80.5 for each 100 cows from 1904 to 1924, 
was 87.4 in 1925, 100 in 1926, and 91.8 in 1927, the last 
three years being the period in whick the herd hag been 
free from abortion reactors. 

The live stock sales reached a high peak in 1927, due 
not only to a larger number of surplus animals but also to 
the larger proportion of more valuable breeding and pro. 
ducing animals available from the non-reacting herd. 

The milk yield of the non-reacting herd has averaged 
1,505 pounds more of milk testing 4 per cent per cow per 
twelve-month year than the previous herd which contained 
both reacting and non-reacting cows. During the last four 
years the average yield of the herd has been 10,530 pounds 
of four per cent milk, while for nine years prior to that 
the average was 9,025 pounds. 

Finally, the appearance of the herd unquestionably 
shows an improvement as a result of the increased oppor. 
tunity for culling that is afforded in an abortion-free herd,

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THE U. S. NATIONAL SALE

other highly sensational event. As 
in previous sales, the managers have 
exercised great care in selection of 
consignments, which have been ac- 


cepted from Washington, Michigan, 
Iowa, Illinois, Missouri and all parts 
of Wisconsin and it is expected that 
the sale will draw buying patronage 
from all over the country as in the 
past. 

In all the sales of this series it has 
been the policy of the management 
not to accept old and worn out cows 
just because they happen to _ have 
large records, except an occasional 
one that might be expected to be e& 
pecially valuable for breeding pur 
poses. The cows in this as in pre 
vious sales of this series are mostly 
young cows right in their prime of 
proven production, a large proportion

The cow, who was female grand 
champion at Wyoming State Fair, is 
a daughter of Sir Johanna Bess Segis, 
who at fair time had just freshened 
again about a month after completing 
a record of 972 lbs. butter from 20.- 
840 lbs. milk. To win her grand 
championship she had to defeat some 
of Wyoming’s good cows and also the 
noted show cow and former World’s 
Champion, Side Hill Ormsby Segis, 
shown by Logan Farms of Illinois. 

The Lazears also showed Holsteins 
at the Logan County Fair, Sterling, 
Wyoming, where nearly 100 head of 
Holsteins were in competition, includ- 
ing the famous show herd of Diamond 
K. Ranch. At this show Sir Matador 
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Reka was first prize two-year-old bull 
and one of his baby sons was first 
prize junior bull calf, the latter bull 
recently having been sold to Canada. 
They also won junior championship at 
Sterling on a yearling daughter of the 
twice All-American sire, Sir Romeo 
Mildred Colantha, and had a two-year- 
old heifer that was first both at Ster- 
ling and at their state fair.

RATS—THE WORLD’S WORST! 

No agricultural pest in existence 
affects a greater number of people 
than the rat, says the United States 
Department of Agriculture, and no 
other pest is so closely associated 
with both the business and domestic 
sides of farm life. Yet losses by 
rats have been sustained for so long 
that commonly they have been taken 
as much for granted as the forces of 
nature. But in the present day of 
rigid accounting and efficiency, even 
losses from the elements are insured 
against, and the time is rapidly ap- 
proaching when the constant drain 
through rat depredations will no 
longer be tolerated. ° 

The uncanny elusiveness of rats 
necessitates a matching of wits if 
one is to be successful in destroying 
them. In the war on rats one is not 
confronted with a stupid insect that 
requires only the employment of a 
routine control procedure for whole- 
sale destruction, but with a wary ani- 
mal that has instincts closely akin to 
human intelligence. 

To be rid of rats would be worth a 
thousand times what it might cost. 
It is to the interest of every home, 
high and low, rich and poor, to coop- 
erate earnesly in furthering a senti- 
ment of intolerance against this fil- 
thy and destructive pest. 





HOLSTEIN SHOW AT THE SOUTH 
CAROLINA STATE FAIR 

The Holstein show at the South 
Carolina State Fair the last week in 
October was considered to be the best 
representation of this breed ever 
brought out here. The bulk of the 
awards went to three outside herds of 
H. E. Robertson of Pennsylvania, A. 
F. Randolph of Illinois and Elmer 
Frazier of Indiana, with the Spring- 
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dale herd of V. M. Montgomery repre- 
senting the home state. Robertson 
was the big winner, taking eleven 
firsts and eight seconds with three of 
the four champion animals. Randolph 
and Frazier each won the same num- 
ber of ribbons in the open classes, 
with Frazier in addition having the 
grand champion female and a total of 
three firsts and five seconds as com- 
pared with four firsts and four sec- 
onds for Randolph. Robertson’s sen- 
sational two-year-old, King Piebe of 
York 37th, entirely recovering from 
the lameness “which handicapped him 
at Memphis, went through to another 
grand championship without serious 
difficulty. Junior champion male was 
Sir Homestead Pontiac Beets 11th 
and the junior female championship 
went to Robertson’s Huntsdale 
Beauty Doress, a senior heifer calf 
that has won previously at New York 
and Maryland State Fair. In winning 
this junior championship she had to 
beat Frazier’s senior yearling, Canary 
Pauline Ormsby 3d, that was grand 
champion at Indiana and the Ran- 
dolph junior yearling, Whitehurst Co- 
lantha Segis, that has been pressing 
up near the head of this class all the 
season. The grand champion female 
was Frazier’s Merrygold Starie Belle 
Piebe, a four-year-old that has been 
a consistent money winner in this 
class throughout the extensive circuit 
made by this herd.

TUBERCULOSIS ERADICATION 

WORK FOR SEPTEMBER 

The report of tuberculosis eradica- 
tion work from the U. S. Bureau of 
Animal Industry for September, 1928, 
shows a total of 777,282 head tested 
during the month in 81,561 herds. 
Of these, abovt 21%% reacted or a 
total of 17,010. The largest number 
of cattle were tested in Illinois with 
118,303 head, of which 999 reacted or 
less than 1%. Wisconsin made a re- 
markable showing with 316 reactors 
out of 99,591 head tested, or only a 
little over one-third of one per cent. 
There are now, according to this re- 
port, 177,532 fully accredited herds 
containing over 2,300,000 head of cat- 
tle. New York State leading in total 
number with 60,507 fully accredited 
herds containing 568,914 head. Wis- 
consin, which is concentrating on the 
area work, has a total of 2,149,630 
head in 140,237 herds that have 
passed a clean test. There are now 
of 22,059,281 head in 2,377,791 herds 
under supervision with a waiting list 
of over 2,300,000 head in 276,693 
herds. The magnitude of this work 
has now grown to a point almost be- 
yond comprehension. 








BOVINE TUBERCULOSIS ERADICA- 

TION IN NEW YORK STATE 

Within the boundaries of New York 
State there are approximately 176.- 
000 farms, representing 2,016,000 
cattle. 

On October 1, 1928, 114,230 herds, 
representing 1,175,908 cattle, had been 
tuberculin tested under the accredited 
herd plan: 60,507 herds are class- 
ified as “accredited” having passed 
two successful tests one year apart, 
and 39,661 herds have passed one 
successful test. The herds now 
operating under the accredited herd 
plan represent 64% of the herds and 
cattle in the State.

TWELVE COMMANDMENTS FOR 
ALFALFA GROWERS IN NEW 
YORK 
1. Thou shalt not sow alfalfa on 
poorly drained soil for it will surely 

perish. 

2 Thou shalt not sow alfalfa on 
acid soil for it will not do well. One 
to three tons of limestone will make 
acid soil sweet and productive. 

3. Thou shalt use no other fertiliz- 
er but acid phosphate when sowing 
alfalfa. It’s iniquitous to waste your 
money on any other. 

4. Thou shalt not sow the common 
variety except in the most favorable 
locations. Grimm and Ontario Varie- 
gated are less likely to cause blas- 
phemy owing to failure. 

5. Verily, Verily I say unto you 
that bacteria are essential in order 
that alfalfa may take nitrogen from 
the air; therefore, thou shalt not 
sow alfalfa on land which has never 
grown it without inoculating for such 
a sin will be added unto others. 

6. Thou shalt not plant alfalfa on 
poorly prepared, weedy and cloddy 
soil. A deep, firm, finely pulverized 
seed-bed will give alfalfa unto you. 

7. Thou shalt not plant alfalfa in 
winter; but in spring or summer in- 
stead. Alfalfa seeded alone from June 
15 to July 15 will surely, without a 
nurse crop, give best resuits. 

8. Thou shalt not wait until a large 
percentage of the leaves are lost or 
stems become woody before cutting. 
Such hay will cause the wrath of a 
cow to become intense and her milk 
will be denied by you. 

9.¢ Thou shalt not cure alfalfa in 
the swath, but in the windrow, is best. 

10. Thou shalt not kill alfalfa by 
cutting late in the fall or by too close 
pasturing. Blessed is the farmer who 
leaves a good growth of alfalfa to 
go into winter, for he shall prosper 
by it. 

11. Thou shalt not desire thy neigh- 
bor’s alfalfa, or his high producing 
cows or his milk check for you can 
have the same if you try. 

12. Thou shalt have no timothy hay 
before your cows if alfalfa can be 
grown. Such cruelty to dumb animals 
is surely a sin and whosoever follows 
such a practice will be forever 
damned.

This was announced 
at the recent Dairy Cattle Congress 
at which time the H. H. Kildee tro- 
phy was awarded to Mr. Cain. Mr. 
Cain’s herd of grade Holsteins pro- 
duced an average of 462.4 lbs. fat 
and there was an average number of 
8.88 cows on test during the year in 
his herd. Records show that it cost 
an average of $89.06 to feed each 
cow during the year and they re- 
turned to Mr. Cain an average of 


$135.67 profit above cost of feed. 


O’Brien County also placed third in 
line for this trophy with another 
herd of grade Holsteins, this herd be- 
ing owned by F. E. Mott of Paulina. 
The Mott herd was made up of an 
average of 8.13 cows for the full year 
and produced 430.5 lbs. fat. Records 
were received from over 2,000 dairy- 
men in 80 associations in Iowa for 
the past fiscal testing year, but only 
a part of these were eligible to com- 
pete for the Kildee trophy, for which 
competition is limited to those who 
have three-fourths or more grade 
cows in their herds.

Wisconsin testers report from 144 
associations during September, these 
containing 59,418 cows in 3,650 herds, 
Of these 2,808 produced above the 40- 
lb. mark, with the Leopolis Tilleda 
association leading with seventy-five 
40-lb. cows. A total of 882 cows were 
culled and forty-two pure bred bulls 
purchased during the month. The 
high herd was that of Jack Zenger, 
a member of the Mondovi-Mondena 
Cc. T. A. His herd of eight Holsteins 
averaged 1,275 Ibs. milk and 47.0 Ibs, 
fat, showing an average test of 3.7%. 
The report shows that six of the ten 
high herds were Holstein and three 
of the five high cows were Holsteins, 
Guernseys holding first and fifth 
places. The high figure for the 
Guernsey was 90.6 lbs. fat, with a 
member of the M. Kieffer Holstein 
herd in second place with 89.2 Ibs. fat, 
2,124 lbs. milk. 





The report of C. T. A. work in 
Minnesota for September shows 113 
active associations of which .93 sent 
in reports. <A total of 31,434 cows 
were tested in the 93 associations, of 
which 1,208 produced above the 40-lb. 
mark. There were also 257 herds 
that averaged 25 lbs. fat or more. 
Four new associations started work 
the first of October. 





The report of the first nine months 
of the Illinois 500-lb. Cow Club shows 
Holsteins still in the lead. Heading 
the list at present is a pure bred Hol- 
stein owned by Maywood Farm with 
15,784 lbs. milk, 634.6 Ibs. fat. In see: 
ond place is a grade Holstein in the 
Carl Armstrong herd with 626.4 Ibs. 
fat, 16.360 lbs. milk. A Guernsey is 
in third position’ with 626.2 Ibs. fat, 
with the next four places being held 
by Holsteins owned by Rock River 
Farms, Silver Glen Farm and C. J. 
Hitchings. Of the twenty-three cows 
now above the 500-lb. fat mark, six- 
teen are Holsteins, four Guernseys, 
two Brown Swiss and one Jersey. In 
all-there are 41 Holsteins above the 
450-lb. mark, five Guernseys and four 
each of Jerseys and Brown Swiss.

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HOLSTEIN PROGRES IN 
ILLINOIS 

Holstein breeders in Illinois are in 
the midst of a period of constructive 
progress which is steadily bearing 
fruit in the form of a growing con- 
sciousness of the State as a leading 
Holstein center. Illinois breeders 
have long realized the importance of 
good breeding. Many of the breeds’ 
best sires and matrons are found in 
this State. 

The results of many years’ breed- 
ing with such animals as these was 
particularly apparent in an exporta- 
tion of 18 bull calves made from 
Illinois to South America this past 
summer. From the standpoint of 
breeding, records, and type, this was 
one of the finest large exportations 
in Holstein bulls ever made from the 
United States. The ease with which 
this group of animals was made up in 
Illinois was a credit to established 
breeders. 

Last year the Dairy Herd Improve- 
ment Association of the State in- 
cluded 9,512 cows. Of this number, 
61% or nearly 5,800 were Holsteins. 
This year has witnessed a great ex- 
pansion of Dairy Herd Improvement 
work, so that there are now approxi- 
mately 15,000 cows in the association 
of which about 9,000 are Holsteins. 

It is often said that breeders of 
pure bred dairy cattle do not test the 
production of their entire herds but 
select only a few of the best cows for 
official tests. Herd Improvement 
work in Illinois shows that this is not 
the case, but that on the contrary, 
breeders in pure bred Holstein cattle 
have improved their herds through 
the use of association records and 
many pure bred herds have been de- 
veloped through Dairy Herd Improve- 
ment work. According to figures 
given by the University of Illinois 
there were last year in the associa- 
tion 1,310 cows in herds made up en- 
tirely of pure bred Holsteins. These 
cows produced an average of 8,765 
pounds of milk and 326 pounds of 
butterfat, yielding an average net re- 
turn above feed cost of $119.28 from 
the sale of milk alone. 2,026 cows 
were in herds made up entirely of 
grade Holsteins. These cows pro- 
duced 7,611 pounds of milk and 303 
pounds of butterfat, returning $101.85 
above feed cost. 

A great increase has taken place 
this year in advanced registry testing 
in Holstein cows in Illinois. The rec- 
ords of the state supervisor of ad- 
vanced registry testing show an in- 
crease of 74% in the number of Hol- 
stein cows on semi-official or long- 
time test during the first five months 
of 1928 above the same period last 
year. The same records show a de- 
cided tendency toward the long test 
period and away from the seven-day 
official test. 

From the standpoint of marketing 
breeding animals, the importance of 
Cow Testing Association and Ad- 
vanced Registry records cannot be 
over emphasized. The educational 
work of the Agricultural College Ex- 
tension Service, the breed asssocia- 
tions, and other agencies has caused 
the average farmer today to demand 
good producing close up in the pedi- 
gree of his herd sire. This is re- 
flected most noticeably in the fact 
that among the many inquiries for 
bulls received by the Illinois Hol- 
stein Association, very few can be 
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satisfied with bulls whose immediate 
dams are untested. 
The great increase in testing is 


therefore most encouraging. The 
breeders in Illinois are in this way 
laying the foundation for a -success- 
ful merchandising program. With 
the natural advantage of location 
which Illinois has for supplying cattle 
to the middle west and south as well 
as to all parts for export shipment, 
the breeders of this State have before 
them a market which will be limited 
only by the quantity and quality of 
the cattle which they have for sale.

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REED AT MEMPHIS STRESSES 
VALUE OF PROVED SIRES IN 
DAIRY HERDS 
Research into the fundamental 
problems of dairying is the principal 
activity of the Bureau of Dairy Indus: 
try of the United States Department 
of Agriculture, said O. E. Reed, Chief 
of the Bureau in an address Oct. 
17 at the National Dairy Show 
at Memphis. “While much of the re- 
search carried on at present seems 
far removed from any practical appli- 
cation,” the speaker commented, “a 
careful examination into the real 
reasons for any particular research 
will reveal the fact that some prob- 
lem that has confronted the industry 
or field worker has prompted the par- 
ticular investigation under examina- 

tion.” 
Mr. Reed reviewed the history of 
dairy activities in the department

from its inception in 1895 as a branch 
of the Bureau of Animal Industry, 
through the period when it was con- 
cerned largely with teaching im- 
proved methods to farmers, through 
the transfer of many of these efforts 
to the Extension Service, and to the 
creation of the separate Bureau in 
July 1924, with emphasis on the re- 
search side of the work. 

Mr. Reed reviewed briefly some of 
the important fields of dairying in 
which the Bureau is actively in- 
terested; the feeding of dairy cows 
for more efficient production; the 
studies of the 
chemistry of milk in its relation to 
butter and cheese manufacture; the 
work with ice cream and with by- 
products; the practical basis for ex- 
perimental work with milk produced 
by a large dairy herd at the Belts- 
ville, Md., experimental farm; the 
relative profits to be derived from 
low-producing and fewer high-produc- 
ing cows; improvement through 
better breeding of dairy cows; in- 
vestigations into market milk prob- 
lems undertaken with a view to im- 
proving conditions for producers, 
manufacturers and distributors, and 
consumers; practical experiments in 
dairy management and_ sanitation; 
milk plant management and layout 
for the economical use of labor, for 
clean, pure milk, and to prevent un- 
necessary breakage of bottles; the 
practical cooperation between the 
Bureau and the Grove City, Pa., 
creamery which is privately owned 
but provides facilities for the prac- 
tical application of the results of re- 
search; and the present active 
interest in dairy-herd-improvement, 
especially the proving of the ability 
of sires to transmit high production 
to their offspring. 

“One of the important lines of work 


bacteriology and-= 


in which the bureau is engaged,” 
said Mr. Reed in closing, “is cooper- 
ation with the States in keeping 
proper records of dairy herds. This 
is done through dairy-herd-improve- 
ment associations. On January 1, 
1928, there were 947 of these associa- 
tions in active operation in 40 States. 
In these associations there were 414,- 
891 cows on test, or approximately 
2 per cent of all our dairy cows. The 
yearly individual cow records from 
more than half of these associations 
showed an average milk production 
of 7,410 pounds a year per cow and an 
average butterfat production of 293 
pounds. This production is more 
than 60 per cent above the average 
of all the dairy cows in the United 
States. 

“A study of more than 100,000 of 
these yearly individual cow records 
showed that the cows having an 
annual butterfat production of 100 
pounds a year per cow had an aver- 
age income above feed cost of $14. 
At 200 pounds of butterfat a year the 
income was $54; at 500 pounds it was 
$178 a year per cow. 

“The average butterfat production 
of cows on test increased from 247 
pounds in 1920 to 293 pounds in 1927. 
These gains have been brought about 
largely through close culling and im- 
proved feeding. It is doubtful 
whether average butterfat production 
can be increased much above the 300- 
pound mark without a more careful 
selection of dairy sires. 

“So far 500 dairy sires have been 
proved by comparing the yearly pro- 
duction records of five or more daugh- 
ters of each sire with the early pro- 
duction records of their dams. The 
500 proved sires had a total of 3,257 
daughters. The dams of these 
daughters averaged 346 pounds of 
butterfat and the daughters 387 
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pounds, a gain of 41 pounds or nearly 
12 per cent, which is satisfactory, 
considering the high average produc- 
tion of the dams. 

“Last year only 200 dairy bulls 
were proved out of 947 dairy-herd- 
improvement associations, or about 
one bull to 5 associations. Instead 
a record of five bulls to each associa- 
tion should be proved as was done 
in some cases. Among the bulls ak 
ready proved only one in six was 
still alive at the time he was proved. 
This is very discouraging. There 
isn’t very much use in proving a dead 
bull. Instead of one in six, at least 
five in six should be alive at the 
time the daughters prove the true 
value of the sire. 

“To build bull pens to keep these 
bulls until and after they are proved, 
to form associations to insure the 
maximum use of meritorious proved 
sires, and finally to extend the dairy- 
herd-improvement association work 
so as to test not 2 per cent, but at 
least 50 per cent of all our dairy 
cows may seem like an idle dream; 
but I sincerely believe it can be 
accomplished.” 





NORTH CAROLINA FIRST STATE 
TO COMPLETE TUBERCULIN 
TESTING OF ALL CATTLE 
Completing the tuberculin testing 
of all cattle in the last four of its 
100 counties early this month, North 
Carolina has won the distinction of 
being the first State to have 100% 
of its counties classed as “modified 
accredited areas” in the national 
campaign for the eradication of bo- 
vine tuberculosis, it was announced 
today by the United States Depart- 

ment of Agriculture. 

A “modified accredited area” is one 
in which official testing has shown 
that not more than one-half of one 
per cent of the cattle are tuberculous, 
and from which all animals reacting 
to the test have been removed for 
slaughter. 

That an entire State should achieve 
this goal within a decade speaks well 
for the soundness of the area plan 
and for the efficiency of the work, 
and in the opinion of Dr. A. E. Wight, 
chief of the tuberculous eradication 
division, should be encouraged not 
only to all officials but to all live 
stock interests throughout the coun- 
try. 

Following close on the heels of 
North Carolina is Maine, he says, 
where 13 of its 16 counties are 
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already listed as modified accredited 
areas. The rate of progress in that 
State indicates that it will be 100% 
“clean” next year. Since the cam- 
paign was inaugurated in 1917 the de- 
gree of infection throughout the Unit- 
ed States has been reduced from 4% 
to 2%, and a total of 581 counties and 
21 townships scattered throughout 11 
States have been placed on the “mod- 
ified accredited” list. 

Credit for the notable achievement 
in North Carolina is due in a large 
measure, says Dr. Wight, to the con- 
tinuous efforts of two men—William 
Moore, State veterinarian, and W. C. 
Dendinger, department inspector in 
charge of the campaign in that State. 
The progressive attitude of the live 
stock interests and others was an- 
other important factor, he said, in 
placing the State at the head of the 
list of tuberculosis-free areas. It 
was one of the first States to erad- 


released from quarantine on account 
of that pest, and now it stands as 
the only State in the United States 
to be Officially declared practically 
free from bovine tuberculosis as well. 

It is true, he says, that the degree 
of tuberculosis infection in the coun- 
ties of North Carolina was slight, 
making it possible to proceed with 
the work more rapidly than in sec- 
tions where the disease is more wide- 
spread. In the course of the testing 
work 12 counties proved to be entire- 
ly free of tuberculous cattle, but this 
could not be known until all cattle 
had received the tuberculin test. Ap- 
proximately 600,000 cattle were test- 
ed during the campaign in the State. 
Of this number 3,877, or 0.6 of one 
per cent, were found to be tubercu- 
lous. Many of these reactors were 
removed years ago, and the herds in 
which they were located have been 
maintained since in a healthy status. 

State and Federal governments 
paid jointly to the farmers as com- 
pensation for tuberculous cattle con- 
demned approximately $150,000. The 
expenses of the operation of the work 
were divided among the county, the 
State and the Federal Government. 
It will be possible to reduce the oper- 
ating expenses in connection with 
this project in North Carolina consid- 
erably in the future, but a sufficient 
force of veterinarians will be main- 
tained to look after the necessary 
retests, and every precaution will be 
taken to prevent the reinfection of 
any of the areas.
